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Whilst engaged this autumn in making a catalogue of 
the Syriac and Arabic manuscripts presented by the 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge to the 
University Library of Cambridge, I came across a 
volume (at present numbered 26), of the xiii 411 century, 
the contents of which, though mainly theological, are 
more than usually various and interesting. Unhappily, 
some wretched possessor of the manuscript was careless 
enough of his property to mutilate it wantonly by tear- 
ing out the first four quires, and with them has perished 
nearly the whole of the most curious item of the contents, 
a heretofore unknown recension of the " Secular Laws of 
the Emperors Constantine, Theodosius and Leo." 

Brans and Sachau have edited in their Syrisch-Ro- 
misches Bechtsbuch aus demfunften Jahrhundert (Leipzig, 
1880) no less than four redactions of these Laws, two 
in Syriac, one in Arabic, 1 and one in Armenian. 2 We are 
now in possession of a fragment of a third Syriac 
version, which must have differed very considerably 
from the other two. 

According to the subscription, f. 2 b, these enactments 
were issued by the emperor Leo about the year 517 of 
the era of Antioch, i.e. about A.D. 468. The oldest

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Syriac version known to us dates, according to Bruns 
(op. ciL 9 pp. 318-9), from A.D. 476 or 477 ; the oldest 
manuscript (Brit. Mus. Add. 14,528) belongs to the 
beginning of the vi th century. 

The new recension of the Laws, which I shall 
designate by the letter C, is shorter than the London 
MS. (L), but longer than that at Paris (P). L has 127 
sections ; P, 83 ; C, 95. The Arabic translation (Ar.) 
gives 130, and the Armenian (Arm.) 149. 

The arrangement of the paragraphs too is very 
different. C 92 is = L 121, a section which is not found 
in the other redactions. C 93 is = Arm. 141, likewise 
not found in the other redactions. C 94, 95 are = 
P 78, 79 = Arm. 144, 145. 

The text of C is unfortunately very carelessly copied, 
and the scribe Constantine has not much claim upon 
our gratitude. He has written these words at the 
end, f.

And there are villages which give every year to the Tap.ulov for the land 
used as pasture-ground 1 dinar (aureus), and some 2 dinars, and some 3, 
and some more. And this tax on the pasture-land the Romans levy in 
the month of Nisan (April) for the pasturing of their horses, and buy 
food for their animals."

2%e Missing IAnh between the Convent of 8. Mary Deipara and 
the City of Taghrith (Tekrtt). 

In the preface to my Catalogue of the Nitrian MSS. 
in the British Museum, p. iv, I wrote that the Library of 
the Convent of S. Mary Deipara " received contributions 
from every part of the vast region throughout which 
Syriac was spoken, but more especially from the city of 
Tagrit, or Tekrit, and from Tagritans who resided in 
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Egypt." I added in a note that the nature of the 
connection between the city and the convent was then 
unknown to me (in 1872). 

I can now inform Syriac scholars, on the strength of 
the colophon of the S. P. 0. K. MS. 44, f. 176 a, that 
the convent of S. Mary Deipara was the private property 
of the merchants of Taghrlth, having been purchased by 
them for the sum of 12,000 dinars in gold. Un- 
fortunately the date of the purchase is not mentioned, 
but no doubt it was anterior to the time of the abbot 
Moses the Nisibene, A.D. 907 — 944.
